prayer was offered by the Bishop.

On motion, M. C. Cole was elected Secretary and instructed to 
select his own Assist.-. tits/ when it was announced that George Dar- 
dis and J. 0. Woodward would be the Assistants, 

On motion, it was decided that Conference meet each day at 10 
A. M., and adjourn at 2 P. M., during the session.

Bishop Janes stated the case of a young minister named Carl 
Schow, who has been appointed Missionary to Norway, and is trans- 
ferred from the Wisconsin to Louisiana Conference, so that he may 
be elected to Elder's Orders under the Missionary Rule, previous 
to his departure for that country. 

Dr. Haven spoke favorably of the character of Carl Schow, after 
which, he was elected by the Conference to Elder's Orders. 



Eev. J. M. Freeman and Dr. Cobleigh addressed the Conference, 
Bishop Janes then took up question " 10," " Who are the effective 
Elders?" 

• J. C. Hartzell moved that " the Presiding Elder of New Orleans 
District, having been transferred to another Conference, the preach- 
ers personally make their reports to Conference," which was 
agreed to. 

The following communication from Dr. L. C. Matlack was handed 
by the Bishop to the Secretary and read by him to the Conference: 

REPORT OF NEW ORLEANS DISTRICT. 
To the Bishop Presiding and Brethren of Louisiana Conference : 

Early in April I left for a visit to my friends in the North, and to be pre- 
sent at the session of the General Conference, to which I had the honor to be 
sent as a delegate from this body. 

I was prostrated by intermittant fever, and was an invalid much of the 
time, for nearly five months. Bishop Janes gave me a written leave of ab- 
sence until late this Fall. He also has since consented to my transfer to the 
Wilmington Conference, which I had requested on account of my wife's death 
here, and for the sake of my own health. 

The first, second and fourth round of Quarterly Conferences, with a few ex- 
ceptions, I have attended in person. The third round was kindly attended 
to by Dr Daily. To him I return grateful thanks. 

During the few last months of my absence 1 was able to supply the pulpit 
m Elkton, Maryland, where I had been nursed much of the time of my sick 
ness. For this service I received a small sum which was not equal to the 
extra traveling expenses and other outlays incidental to my affliction. Had 
it been in extra of extra outlays, I should have reported it to the Conference. 

The District is generally in good condition. Some revival interest is re- 
ported. The support of Pastors has improved very much. The extension of 
the work contemplated among the white people was prevented by my long 
absence, and a balance of Missionary money, therefore, is returned to the 
Auditing Committee.

S. M. Small, Superanuated, made statement that during the past 
year he had mainly devoted himself to the Sunday School work. 
He had 231 children in his Sunday School, and 13 had been con- 
verted during the year. Brother Daily, P. E. represented his case 
and on motion, his relation was continued 
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Anthony Ross, Superanuated, stated his desire to be at work, 
arid on motion, his relation was changed to that of an effective 
Elder, 

Brother Dardis, Conference Treasurer, by permission of the Bishop 
presiding, called for statistics from various churches not yet re- 
ported. • 

Brother Diossy read the following report from the Freedmen's 
Aid Committee. (See report.) On motion, the report was adopted. 

Brother Diossy presented the report from the Committee on Edu- 
cation. Is was moved and seconded- that the report be received 
and adopted. Brother Hartz<d spoke of what was contemplated 
by the report; after which, it was moved that the report le 
adopted without further discussion. Brother Leavitt objected to 
such a method of dealing with it, and gave, his views of the impor- 
tance of the subject before the Conference. He hoped that as a 
great deal of time had been consumed in discussing less important 
subjects, this one which was so important would not be hud aside 
until the Conference had thoroughly considered it, 

Further remarks were made by various Brethren, after which, 
the rerort was adopted. 

Brother Hartzell stated that the charter of the New Orleans

The Bishop Presiding, explained that he appointed at the last 
Conference, the Presiding Elders and Preachers in charge of the 
committee to examine, so that such Brethren might be saved the 
expense of traveling to Conference ; they ought not to come until 
they have been admitted and traveled one year.

Other Brethren then 
spoke, and the discussion being ended, the Bishop Presiding said 
that, as the Brethren seemed to be through with their remarks he 
would ask the attention of Conference for a few minutes to what 
he was about to say. He said the true spirit of the religion which 
comes from God, is benevolence. The Jewish religion required that 
each person should give one-tenth of his income. The Christian 
religion surpasses the Jewish in its benefits, and therefore, it is 
logical that we should give at least as much as they in for support. 
Besides, our Saviour thought that it is more blessed to give than to 
receive, and it is the duty of the ministry to inculcate this principle 
of giving, not only as a duty, but as a privilege. In manifesting 
this spirit of benevolence we only imitate our Saviour, who, though 
he was rich, yet for our sakes, became poor. He then explained 
what had been done by the Missionary Society of the M. E. Church 
for the work in the South, and its great object. The other Societies 
of the Church for which collections are made, were also alluded to, 
and the Bishop explained that not one dollar of the money col- 
lected went away from the churches in this Conference-, but was 
used for their benefit, and again reminded them of what he had 
stated at the commencement of his remarks, that the true spirit of 
the Christian religion is one of benevolence. 

Conference adjourned, after notices were given and the Doxologv 
had been sung, Elder Brown, of the African Zion M. E. Church, 
pronounced the Benediction.

The report of Committee on the Bible Cause was then presented 
and read the Conference by Brother Diossy. (See Reports.) 

The following preamble and resolutions were presented in .con- 
nection with the Reports (see Resolutions), and unanimously 
adopted. 

Brother Diossy read report of the Conference Stewards. 

Brother Williams stated that one portion of that report did. not 
quite meet with the approbation of some members of the Confer- 
ence, who thought that ministers residing in the city ought not to 
receive any of the money in the hands of the Conference Stewards, 
there being some brethren present who had not the means to return 
to their places of labor in the country. Further remarks were 
made by various brethren, the case of Brother Scott Chirm being 
specially brought forward. 
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Brother Williams moved that a special collection be taken up in 
Conference to assist Brother -Scott Chinn in his necessities. 

Brother Hartzell moved as a substitute that there be a collection 
taken up in Conference this morning to be added to the funds 
already in the hands of the Stewards, and distributed by them 
according to their judgment. 

Received and adopted. 

The collection was then made, and amounted to $31 GO. 
The Steward's Report was, after completion, received and 
adopted. 

Bishop Janes stated that there were Brethren to be received from 
other churches, when, in answer to their names, the following came 
forward :

But he was agreeably 
surprised to see that the Louisiana Conference of the M. E Church 
comprised so large and intelligent a body of ministers. He as- 
sured them that it would be his object to strive for the increased 
efficiency of our public school system, and he felt that whenever

Rev. J. C. Hart/ell rose fed a privileged qtiestion, in view of the 
presence of the State Superintendent of Public Education, and 
requested that he be allowed to read the resolutions in the Appen- 
dix of the Discipline of the M. E. Church in relation to public 
schools. 

Permission being given he read the resolutions, and supplemen- 
tal them with a few Very appropriate remarks.

Report of Committee on Periodicals. 

To the Presiding Bishop and Brethren of the Louisiana Con- 
ference. 
Dear Brethren: 

Your Committee on Periodicals respectfully submit the follow- 
ing Report — 

It is deemed unnecessary to enlarge -upon the power of the press. 
.Wesley, who under God was the founder of Methodism was one of 
the first to employ this mighty agency for the diffusion of religious 
truth, and his example has not been lost upon his successors. We 
may, with proper pride, refer to our great Central Book Concern 
in New York, with its branches in the East ; and to the Western 
Book Concern and its branches in the West. Our Church papers 
are in the main well located, well edited, and within the bounds of 
their circulation they exert a powerful influence for Christ. In all 
this we rejoice. But while we rejoice in what the Church has al- 
ready done in providing our people at large with periodical litera- 
ture, we are deeply impressed with the fact that our people through- « 
out this State and the entire South West are almost wholly without 
such literature .^The fi rs t attempt to supply this want was made 
by Br. Newman by publishing the " New Orleans Advocate.' 'J 

That paper, by well-aimed blows, fought the battles of this peo- 
ple. The enemies of our cause, feared its power, and our friends 
rejoiced in its influence for good ; and among our people it was 
everywhere received with delight. 
The General Conference of 1868 authorized its continuance and 

publication as a Church paper so long as its loss would not exceed 
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§2000 a year. ^The book agents deemed it best to refuse its publi- 
cation and asked the South to concentrate its patronage upon the 
"Methodist Advocate" published at Atlanta, G-a./f Since then our 
people have practically been without a church paper. Some copies 
of the ''Methodist Advocate' and some of the il Central Christian 
Advocate" have been taken each year, but the circulation lias in 
no way met the actual demand. This we claim is not to be attribu- 
ted to an unwillingness on the part of the preachers to recommend 
the paper to the people — nor to the editorial management of the 
Atlanta or St, Louis papers ; on the contrary, our Presiding Elders 
and leading Ministers have made efforts to circulate these paper?, 
and the editors of each have published our contributions and been 
anxious to subserve our interests. The difficulty is more funda- 
mental. It lies in the fact which wo claim has now been fully de- 
monstrated, that no paper now published in our Church can meet 
the wants of our people in the South and Western Conferences. 
New Orleans is a city of two hundred thousand people. Kadiating 
out from it in all directions, systems of railways are developing. 
Other Churches have their papers and make this the center from 
which to send out their Church literatnre throughout the South- 
west, 

This is wise. This great cenier of population and of commer- 
cial power, can only be controlled for Christ by the Church plant- 
ing its institutions in its midst. 

The adoption of the following is recommended : 
1st. It is the Judgment of the Louisiana Conference that the in- 
terests of our work in the Southwest demand the publication for our 
people of a weekly religious newspaper in the city of New Orleans 
2nd. That the Conference appoint a Committee of Five of our 
members to co-operate with any organization or Publishing Com- 
pany having for its object the publishing of such a paper. 

3rd. Until such paper be published we earnestly recommend that 
our preachers and people subscribe for some of our Church papers 
now published.

ARTICLE 1. 

The Corporate name of this Society shall be " The Preacher's 
Aid Society of the Louisiana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church." v i • t ; : , 

ARTICLE It 

The object of this Association is to raise and perpetually main- 
tain a fund for the relief of the Preachers of said Conference ; said 
funds to consist of funds accruing from bequests, donations, and 
such other sources as may be opened up : and of sums received by 
the annual and life subscriptions of members of the Society. 

ARTICLE III. 

All members of the Louisiana Conference shall be members of 
this Society upon subscribing to this Constitution, and shall pay the 
^ of One Dollar ($1) annually, or Ten Dollars (10) at one time- 
ly person not a member of this Conference may become a mem- 
^ er of this Society for one year by the payment of Five Dollars, or 
* Be member by the payment of Fifty Dollars ($50) at one time. 



ARTICLE IV. 

[lle Officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-President 
retar y, Treasurer, and Five Managers. These said Officers and 
1Qagers snal l constitute a Board of Control, having full power to 
ma ge the affairs of the Society subject to this Constitution. The 
%e randtwo of the Managers shall be Laymen. 
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The Officers and Managers shall be elected at the annual meet- 
ings of the Society, and they shall hold their offices till the close of 
the term of the Annual Conference next ensuing, or till their suc- 
cessors are elected. 

The Treasurer shall before entering upon the duties of his office, 
give bond and security in such penal sum as may be deemed 
proper by the Board of Control, which bond shall be approved by 
said Board, and filed with the Secretary. 

The Board shall have power to make By-Laws, not inconsistent 
with this Constitution, for their own government and that of the 
Society, and five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Vacancies occurring in any office in the interim of Conference, by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, may be filled by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

The annual meetings of the Board, shall be in the City of New Or- 
leans, within thirty days next preceding the session of the Annual 
Conference ; and special meetings of the Board may be called by 
the President, or any three members thereof, upon reasonable per- 
sonal notice. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in regular Con- 
ference Session, at 10 A. m., upon the second day of the Session, the 
President of the Conference presiding ; at which time the Society 
shall elect officers for the ensuing year, and the Board shall present 
a full and detailed report of the condition of the Society, its re- 
ceipts and expenditures, with all other matter that may be neces- 
sary to a full understanding of its doing, by the members. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Board shall have power to appoint an Agent and fix t 
amount of his salary, who shall labor for the increase of the fu 
in such manner as they shall direct. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Board shall, at their annual meeting, appoint an Investigat- 
ing Committee of three, of whom the Treasurer shall be one, who 
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shall have discretionary power over all the investments of the 
Society, subject to such restrictions as the Board of Control may 
deem proper to impose. 

The Committee shall make a full report of its doings and of the 
condition of the entire fund, to the Board at their annual meeting, 
and the Treasurer shall, at the same time, present a report of re- 
ceipts and expenditures during the current year, and of the amount 
on hand, and the Board shall thereupon fix the amount to be ap- 
plied to the objects of the Society for the Conference year then 
closing, and shall order accordingly, which amount the Treasury 
shall be authorized to pay over to the Disbursing Committee. 
Contingent expenses shall be paid by the Treasurer upon the order 
of the Board, and no sums shall be b« paid out by him except as 
herein directed. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The proceeds of the fund shall be applied to aid the following 
classes of persons, and under the following limitations and restric- 
tions : 

First— Superanuated Ministers of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, who shall have performed four years effective service in 
the Louisiana Conference, after«the date of their reception on trial 
by the Conference, or transfer to the Conference, and who shall at 
the time be members of said Conference, and the families of said 
Ministers. 

Secondly— The widows and minor children of deceased itinerant 
Ministers, who shall have performed like service in said Conference 
and who shall, at the time of their decease, have been members 
thereof; provided that such widows or children be persons of good 
Noral character. 

Provided further, that upon the recommendation of the Dis- 
bursing Committee, and by a vote of two-thirds of the members of 
fte Conference present and voting, the foregoing restrictions may be 
Upended in any particular case, and a discretionary appropriation 
to made. 
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ARTICLE X. 

The Constitution may be altered or amended at an annual meet- 
ing ot the Society, by a vote of two-thirds of the number present, 
such alteration or amendment having been first recommended by a 
majority of all the members of the Board 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Board shall, during the session of each Annual Conference j 
appoint a Disbursing Committee, to serve to the close of the en- 
suing Conference, who may be the Stewards and two Laymen. 

This Committee shall, in the interim and during the session of the 
Conference, obtain all practicable information as to the condition 
and necessities of claimants on the fund, and shall, upon such in- 
formation, recommend appropriations to the full aggregate amount 
allowed by the Board for distribution, -which recommendation shall 
be submitted to the Conferance for approval. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The Corporate Seal of this Society shall be a metallic impression, 
with the following words and letters, to wit : 

" The Preachers' Aid Society, Louisiana Conference, Methodist 
Episcopal Church."

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They examined the classes under the instruction of Professor 
Leavitt, in this city, and inspected our Institutions on Bayou Teche, 
expressing themselves highly gratified at their condition and pros- 
perity. 

The Society is devising liberal things in our behalf, and promises 
cordial co-operation in the proposed concentration of our Confer- 
ence Educational interests at New Orleans.

"Thomson University," located at 
B *in,La. ; "Union Normal School and Thomson Biblical In- 
stltute '" loc ^ed at the corner of Camp and Race streets, in this 
city. %&i?:f\ "'> 

The school known as "Thomson University," not being well pro- 
vided for in it? buildings, has been transferred to the Orphan's 
ome ' wnere most of the students lived, and is well cared for. 
^ the opinion of your Committee that, until the building now 
ln process of erection, by Brother Baldwin, is completed, the in- 
action had better be given at the Orphan's Home school building 
iIlS8 R ' A. Coit has recently been placed in charge of the school. 
The "Union No 



— School" has made quite an advance during 
^ J e ar. It s object is to fit young men an women, without dis- 
on as to race or color, for teaching. Its records show an en- 
last term of seventy-nine students. Bishops Haven and 




Wiley, together with Dr. Rust and others, were present at its last 
examination and spoke of its work as highly creditable and far be- 
yond their expectations. The school has a regularly prescribed 
course of study, requiring three years for completion with one year 
preparatory. Classes are duly formed in the first and second years 
which will graduate in due time. 

• The instructors for the year have been Professor I. 8. Leavitt, 
A. M., Misses R. A. Coit, Anna E. Leaton, L. A. Henly, and Har- 
rington. 

The object of "Thomson Biblical Institute" is to prepare young 
men for the work of the ministry in the Methodist Episcopol Church. 
Twenty young men have been in attendance during the year. In 
the early part of the year, courses of lectures were delivered by 
Drs. Daily and Matlack, Rev. I. C. Hart/ell and Rev. M. 0. Cole. 
Professor I. S. Leavitt has, with the exception of one course of lec- 
tures delivered by Rev. J. O Hartzell, done all the work in the In- 
stitute during the last term, which, for the most part, has been jn 
common branches, and expositions of portions of the New Testa- 
ment. 

It is the belief of your Committee that the time has fully come 
for our Educational Institutions to take a higher standing and to 
concentrate its several branches into one Institution to be known as 
the "New Orleans University." 

We believe that this plan will not only strengthen and enlarge 
but make more efficient and respectable our educational efforts. 
In this view we are not alone. Bishops Haven and Wiley, together 
with Drs. E. 0. Haven, Rust and others, have expressed them- 
selves fully in sympathy with our plan. 

Arrangements have been made for a Charter, and in a few days 
the University will be a fact to the honor of Methodist zeal m tins 
State. 

Let the Conference pledge its hearty and undivided support to 
the University and make it a power in the dissemination of 
thorough culture and sound piety. 

We, therefore, recommend that the Trustees of Thomson Uni- 
versity be requested to make it a Seminary under such name as 
they may think best, and then transfer the property to the Trustees 
of the New Orleans University to be held as a department in said 
University. 
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We alf recommend that the Trustees of Ames Church, be re- 
quested to transfer the property of the Union Normal School to the 
same Board of Trustees, and also, that the Trustees of Thomson 
Biblical Institute, be requested to make a similar transfer. 

It is with pleasure and a high sense of obligation that we recog- 
nize the earnest efforts of Dr. R. S. Rust, Corresponding Secretary 
of Freedmen's Aid Society, in furnishing us teachers and providing 
for their support. 

And Resolved, That we, as a Conference, tender Dr. Rust and 
the Society he represents, our heartfelt thanks, for the indispensible 

aid given us. 

We especially rejoice in the transfer to our Conference of Profes- 
sor t S. Leavitt, an educator of experience, and respectfully reoonr 
mend the Bishop presiding, to appoint him President of the New 
Orleans University. 

It would be ungrateful not to here mention the recent visit to 
our Conference of Rev. Dr. E. 0. Haven, Secretary of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Educational Society, and his excellent address during 
the session of Conference, his valuable counsel and his generous as- 
surances of aid to our Educational Institutions afford us much en- 
couragement in our work. 

We also recommend, that a Conference Educational Society be 
organized auxiliary to the Educational Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and that its officers act as a standing Committee 
cn Education during the coming year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

To the Presiding Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference : 
Dear Brethren : 

Your Committee on Sunday Schools respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing Report : 

No cause connected with oui Church is of more vital importance 
than the Sunday School cause. It is the appointed instrument un- 
der God for the religious training of the children and youth of the 
Church. To neglect these is to greatly hinder the cause of Christ, j 
The youth of to-day are the men and women of to-morrow, and to | 
neglect the religious training of the youths of to-day is to fill the 
world with men and women who know nothing about God. 

The Sunday School work is one that the Church of Christ can- 
not, dare not, neglect. 

Especially as Methodist Ministers are we called upon to give 
heed to this work. Our Discipline, which we have solemnly 
promised to obey, makes it the duty of each Presiding Elder to 
bring the subject of Sunday Schools before the last Quarterly Con- 
ference of each year, which Quarterly Conference shall appoint a 
Committee of not less than three nor more than nine, who shall be 
Members of the Church, to be called the "Committee on Sunday 
Schools." The duty of this Committee is to aid the Preachers m 
charge and the officers of the Sunday School in procuring teachers, 
and to promote, in all proper ways, the attendance of the children 
upon Sunday School and public worship. 

That there may be no failure in this work the Discipline ma ^ 
it the special duty of the Preachers having charge of Circuits a 
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stations, with the aid of others to form Sunday Schools in all our 
Congregations where ten persons can be collected for that purpose, 
and to engage the co-operation of as manf of our members as they 
can, and to visit the Schools as often as practicable ; to preach on 
the subject of Sunday Schools and religious instructions in each 
Congregation at least once in six months, and to form classes 
wherever, they can for the instruction of the 'larger children, youths 
and adults, in the word of God; and where they cannot superin- 
tend them personally, to see that suitable persons are provided as 
teachers. The Preacher in charge must also see that our Cate- 
chisms be used as extensively as possible in our Sunday Schools 
and families, to preach to the children and publicly catechise them 
in Sunday Schools and at public meetings appointed for that pur- 
pose. In pastoral visiting the Preacher is to pay special attention 
to the children, speak kindly with them, pray with them, and in- 
struct and expect all parents to dedicate their children to the Lord 
in baptism as early as convenient. 

No words of instruction could be more explicit than above quo- 
ted from our Discipline. 

No Methodist Minister can neglect the Sunday School work in 
his charge and not be guilty before God of violating his vows. 

Our Sunday Schools must be well organized, the officers and 
teachers should be selected with care, the classes should be of dif- 
ferent grades so as to accommodate persons of all ages. 

Teachers' meetings should be held for the prayerful study of the 
lesson taught the next Sabbath. 

The same lesson should be studied by all the classes, and then at 
the close of the School the Superintendent or Pastor ought to re- 
view the lesson by questioning the teachers and scholars. 

Our Church has provided a uniform series of lessons, to be used 
% all schools, and publishes a Journal for teachers and young peo- 
ple; Sunday School Advocate for the scholars, a picture paper for 
the little ones, together with lesson leaves for all. This series of 
publications is called the Bureau Series, and we earnestly recom- 
mend to all Pastors to see that it is used in our schools. 

Grown people should attend Sunday School. Th?y need to study 
carefully the word of God, and besides this, for them to attend will 



encourage the youth. The Sunday School should be considered a 
part of the Church, to be watched over and cared for just a* much 
as the public congregation. 

The following Resolutions are offered for adoption . 

Resolved, That we gratefully acknowledge the receipt throughout 
our Conference of valuable donations in Books, Catechisms and 
Lesson Tracts from our Sunday School Union ; and in return for 
these, as well as because it is our duty to contribute of our means 
to the cause, we hereby pledge ourselves to take the Sunday School 
Union Collection in each charge. 

2. Resolved, That the visit at our Conference of Rev. J. M. 
Freeman, Assistant Editor of our Sunday School publications, has 
afforded us great pleasure and profit. 

3. Resolved, That as a Conference, we hereby thankfully ac- 
knowledge the generous donations from our Sunday School Union 
of $500 worth of Books, and a large supply of Lesson Tracts do- 
nated to the Southwest, and of which we have secured a fair pro- 
portion. 

4. Resolved, That according to the recommendation of our 
Church Educational Society, and of the General Conference, we will 
observe the second Sunday in June as a children's day, and on that 
day take a collection for the Sunday School fund of the Education- 
al Society.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 0K- 
PHANS HOME. 



Your Committee on the Orphans Home respectfully report that 
this Institution has passed through another year of usefulness. 
Seventy-five children are being cared for and educated. The 
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plantation yielded some sugar and molasses this year, but owing to 
the loss of seed cane by some of the planters and the entire failure 
of others, the crop was small and went but a little ways toward 
meeting the expenses of the year. Since our last Conference, 
Stephen Griffith, Esq., of Danville, 111., has made a donation of 
land, valued at $15,000, which with the plantation and buildings 
makes the property of the Institution worth $75,000 at a fair Esti- 
mate. Still "from this property the income is small. The plan is to 
make the plantation support the Home, but thus far the yield has 
only been a few hundred dollars. The Institution is now about 
|6000 in debt, and is dependent upon donations from the State and 
individuals to meet its expenses. 

The Matron, Mrs. J. S. Roberts, retains the confidence of all con- 
nected with the Institution. The testimony of the children and of 
all who visit the Home is, that she is admirably adapted to the im- 
portant position she holds. 

The religious training and education of the children are under 
the direction of Miss R. A. Coit, a lady of rare culture and spirit- 
ual power. Daily chapel exercises are held, there is a weekly 
prayer meeting and teacher's meeting ; also a good Sunday School 
connected with the Home. The students of the Thomson Universi- 
ty have been transferred to the Home School ; and under the 
management of Miss Coit as principal a graded school has been or- 
ganized and is doing good work. 

Bishop Wiley, Dr. Rust, and several members of this Conference 
spent Christmas Eve at the Home. In honor of the occasion the 
children gave an exhibition, consisting of recitations, selected and 
original, declamations, dialogues and singing. Bishop Wiley ex- 
pressed himself as greatly surprised at the degree of culture mani- 
fested. He also unqualifiedly pronounced the location of the 
Home on Bayou Teche as excellent, and stated that he believed the 
plantation could shortly be made to support the Institution. 

The great need of the Home at present is money. The children 
need clothing, and the managers are running in debt for provisions. 

As this Institution belongs to the Church, it is recommended that 
the Pastors present its wants to the severnl congregations early in 
we year and receive such contributions as may be offered.

You Committee on Church Extension respectfully submitted the 
following for your consideration : 

At the commencement of the year Dr, Matlack, Treasurer of our 
Conference Church Extension Board, apportioned for collection 
among the several Districts and Pastoral Charges of the Conference 
the sum of $500, as requested by the General Committee of Parent 
Society. Of this sum apportioned, only §265 has been collected 
and reported to our Conference Treasurer. 

You see by this statement that we fall short in raising the sum 
asked for some two hundred dollars, and in view of the material 
aid that we have received from this Society we feel not a little 
chagrined that we cannot show our appreciation by making a state- 
ment of greater returns. 

A recapitulation of the names of the Churches aided, and the 
nature of the aid rendered by the this excellent Society will, we 
trust, urge us all to put forth greater efforts the coming year to se- 
cure liberal collections in all our Churches, that the Managers of 
the Parent Society may see that the Louisiana Conference is not 
ungrateful for the aid rendered our feeble Churches in establishing 
firm foundations. What our people want is homes, sacred, hal- 
lowed places where they can worship the Lord God unmolested by 
unsympathizing Landlords, and escape the harrrassing anxiety 
consequent upon' the necessity to provide for large monthly rent 
bills. 

Poet Street Church, New Orleans District, and Fairfax and 
Mansfield Churches of Shreveport District, each received donations 
of $150., 

Union Chapel, New Orleans District, a donation of $500, also a 
loan of $2000, making a grand total of $2950, given to this Con- 
ference during the past year. 
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With this statement of generous aid before ug your Committee 
.shout, praise the Lord for the Church Extension Society, and again 
urge the members of the Churches to rally to the support of this 
grand benevolent agency of our beloved Methodism.

Whereas — It is a great injury to the Gospel and the Church, and 
to Preachers who do not take an active part in p61itics, but who dif- 
fer in opinion, be it 

Resolved — That in the judgment of this Conference it is inexpe- 
dient for members of this Conference, while in the active pastoral 
work, to hold political positions, or to make political speeches on the 
Sabbath day. 

Whereas — As Ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, we 
are each year called upon to take up in our Congregations, several 
collections for various benevolent purposes, and whereas information 
is wanted respecting the various Societies for which collections are 
asked, v 

Resolved— That the special order of the day for next Monday, 
from one to two o'clock, P. M., be the discussion of Conference Col- 
lections. 

Resolved— That the Presiding Elders be requested to report to 
the next Conference the condition of the Church property in their 
District, whether it is properly dee led in all instances according to 
the Discipline, the buildings, fences, ets. in good repair, and all in- 
sured. 

Resolved— That the Trustees of the Second German Church are 
hereby granted authority to sell a portion of their property, situated 
upon either side of the lot on which the Chnrch "stands, corner of 
Eighth and Laurel streets, in the City of New Orleans.
